Smith Declares He Choked 
Daughter While He Was 
Mentally Irresponsible.

HELD ON MURDER CHARGE 


To exact whatever retribution the 
law may demand of Franklin Ellsworth 
Smith for the confessed slaying of his 
19-year-old daughter the wheels of jus- 
tice were set in motion by a coroner's 
jury which yesterday returned a ver- 
dict ordering the prisoner held for the 
grand jury. Smith was held on a charge 
of murder and was sent to the Dis- 
trict Jail. 

Temporary insanity is the plea of- 
fered by Smith in a detailed confes- 
sion of the slaying read to the jury. 

“I am truly sorry that I took my 

daughter’s life,” he said. “I loved her 
as dearly as any father could possibly 
love a daughter, and did it while great- 
ly distressed mentally and, in my esti- 
mation, mentally irresponsible.” 
After hearing the prisoner's state- 
ment, Assistant Disirict Attorney Wi!l- 
lam H. Collins, in charge of Smith's 
prosecution, announced that Dr. 0. 
Percy Hickling, the District alienist, 
will conduct an examination of the 
prisoner to determine his mental con- 
dition. 


Speedy Prosecution Planned. 


Collins will make every effort to ob- 
tain a speedy indictment and trial, he 
said. The case probably will be present- 
ed to the grand jury when it assembles 
Tuesday, he said. 

The hearing was conducted in the 
District Morgue, where the inquest 
room was taxed to capacity by the 
throng which assembled to hear the 
testimony. The office room of the 
morgue also was filled and a large 
crowd gathered in the street outside 
the church-like building where the 
girl’s body lay while her father 
took the stand and reaffirmed his 
statements as to the sordid details of 
the murder.

Milwaukee, Wis., Sept. 28.—Prohibi- 
tion, with particular reference to his 
attitude on the eighteenth amendment 
and the Volstead act, is to be the sub- 
ject of the speech Gov.

Mrs. Sabin spent yesterday afternoon 
and this morning shipping aad returned 
to her room shortly after noon. Soon 
thereafter a package was delivered at 
the hotel for her, and the boy who 
took it up said he noticed the young 
woman looked pale.

wise economy dictates that further 
naval construction be kept at a 
minimum. 


Whenever the great naval powers con- 
cerned really wish to reach an agreement 
for honest and equitable limitation of 
navies, the United States will make the 
agreement with them. At present there 
is no such desire on the part of two of the 
great powers—Great Britain and France. 
Their only desire, as expressed in their 
agreement, is to tie the hands of the 
United States while inducing the United 
States to leave their hands untied. 

It was unfortunate for the cause of 
confidence and good will that Sir Austen 
Chamberlain and M. Briand and their 
advisers became enamored of the scheme 
to hoodwink and overreach the United 
States.* But even the impaired confidence

COMMANDER BYRD NEEDS HELP. 


Never has an exploratory expedition been as 
completely, or as expensively, equipped as that 
of Commander Byrd. Originally it was be- 
lieved that his party could be provided with 
the best scientific and other apparatus at a cost 
of about $500,000. This figure, of course, did 
not represent the total cost of the expedition, 
for much of the equipment was donated. Re- 
conditioning of the ships, the City of New York 
and the Eleanor Bolling, proved to be more 
costly than was anticipated and it has been 
apparent for some time that the Byrd expedi- 
tion would face a deficit. It has now been 
figured that the expedition will cost in the 
neighborhood of $750,000 and it appears likely 
that the deficit will amount to approximately 
$150,000. 

Commander Byrd will sail soon from San 
Pedro, Calif., for New Zealand. He sails, it is 
said, worn out by his strenuous efforts during 
recent weeks to raise funds. The expedition 
itself is not in danger from lack of ready cash, 
for funds have been set aside with which to 
buy necessary last-minute supplies in Dunedin, 
the last port of call. Nevertheless, Com- 
mander Byrd needs financial help. 

Americans should come to ‘his rescue forth- 
with. The Byrd expedition is of impor- 
tance to the United States and the entire 
world. No one can tell what may be dis- 
covered in Antarctica or what subsequently 
may be reclaimed from these wastes. A brave 
American is leading a little band of adventur- 
ous spirits, experts each in his specialized field, 
all of them risking their lives so that the 
world may profit by their explorations. The 
American flag goes to the front in this battle 
with nature. Americans should put this ex- 
pedition beyond the need of funds by sending 
individual contributions to Commander Byrd 
before he sails. 


CHINA AND JAPAN. 


Japan and China are finding difficulty in 
reaching an agreement that will accommodate 
their desires. China gives Japan a good ex- 
cuse for assuming a stubborn attitude by at- 
tempting to terminate a commercial treaty 
without the consent of the other contracting 
party. Japan thereby makes the point that 
other treaties, of greater consequence, might 
meet the same fate, if the right of China to 
abrogate this treaty is conceded. The sug- 
gestion is advanced that China is taking a leaf 


from the book of Russian communism in thus: 
repudiating agreements entered into by a for- 


mer regime. 

On the other side of the argument is China’ 8 
determination to assert sovereignty over Man- 
churia, Japan’s interest to the contrary not- 
withstanding. China has repeatedly asked 
The United States 
and ‘canceled ka old 
The act 


responded to the plea 


a similar demand upon Japan, and Japan is 
placed in a difficult. position when it refuses 
to revise its treaty with China. 

Everything depends upon the stability of 
the new Chinese regime. If it remains strong 
and is supported by the people it will win in 
its contention with Japan, for Japan can not 
afford to press the controversy to the bitter 
end. Japan’s trade with China is as valuable 
as the empire’s Manchurian interests. Con- 
trary to the general belief, Japan is more de- 
pendent upon peace with China than China is 
dependent upon Japan. A rupture would work 
havoc with Japanese industry, which is strug- 
gling to recover from the frightful demoraliza- 
tion of the earthquake, when one-seventh of 
the empire's wealth was destroyed. Japanese 
statesmen will not make the fatal mistake of 
entering into war with China. If Chinese 
statesmen are equally wise they will avoid a 
clash with Japan, by making reasonable con- 
cessions and by recognizing Japan’s legitimate 
interests in Manchuria, while insisting that 
Chinese sovereignty over the province shall 
be unconditionally recognized.

Best Traffic Lights of All. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: The 
new trafge lights recently installed at 
the intersection of Florida avenue and 
Connecticut avenue are the best to be 
found in the city, because they elimi- 
nate any possible danger of an acci- 
dent that could be caused by a mo- 
torist attempting to cross on the yel- 
low light. Along Sixteenth street one 
often witnesses narrow escapes from

two avenues mentioned above are so 
arranged that the green and amber 
lights both flash at the same time, 
which is an indication that it is safe 
to cross the intersection. In a similar 
manner, the red and amber appear, 
and this informs any motorist that 
the amber light does not give him the 
right of way to make the crossing, but 
he must wait until the green and am- 
ber appear before attempting to cross. 
The amber lights appear with the red 
and, green lights only for a certain 
number of seconds, and then the two 
colors, red and green, remain until a 
change in the lights, when the amber 
appears again for the same number of 
seconds, and so on. 

This system should be adopted in all 
new installations of traffic lights 
throughout the city, as it is by far the 
safest system yet employed. It makes

It has given its best 
efforts toward finding acceptable meth- 
ods of attaining this most desirable 
end. It would be happy to continue 
such efforts, but it can not consent to 
proposals which would leave the door 
wide open to unlimited building of cer- 
tain types of ships of a highly efficient 
combatant value and would impose re- 
strictions only on ty~ ~~ peculiarly suit- 
able to American needs. 


No Special Advantage Sought. 


The American Government seeks no 
svecial advantage on the sea, but clear- 
ly can not permit itself to be placed in 
a position of manifest disadvantage. The 
American Government feels, further- 
more, that the terms of the Franco- 
British draft agreement, in leaving un- 
limited so large a tonnage and so many 
types of vesesls, would actually tend to 
defeat the primary objective of any dis- 
armament conference for the reduction 
of limitation of armament in that it 
would not eliminate competition in 
naval armament and would not effect 
economy. For all these reasons the Gov- 
ernment of the United States feels that 
no useful purpose would be served by 
accepting as a basis of discussion the 
Franco-British proposal. 

The American Government has no 
objection to any agreement between 
France and Great Britain which those 
countries think will be to their advan- 
tage and in the interest of limitation of 
armament, but naturally can not con- 
scnt that such an agreement should be 
applied to the United States.

It is in- 
teresting to know what people do in 
other places It is important to know 
about trade and industry, for it may 
help us to know where we should go 
to find certain kinds of work in later 
life. 

A good knowledge of geography 
should help to prevent war. When we 
learn about people in other lands, their 
ways of life and their hardships, it 
gives us a feeling of sympathy and 
friendship for them. Next Saturday 
I'll give points in favor of history, also 
my opinion of which is more impor- 
tant.

Curran’s Slayer Presents 


Two Affidavits to Show 


He Is Sane. 


A second attempt to obtain his re- 
lease from St. Elizabeth's Hospital was 
begun in the District Supreme Court 
yesterday by Joseph M. Tighe, whe 
shot and killed James A. Curran in 
September, 1922. He was committed 
to the asylum after being found not. 
guilty of Curran’s murder because of 
insanity. 

In his petition, filed by George Cur- 
tis, attorney, Tighe declares he now is 
sane and affidavits of two medical men 
bearing out his contention were filed 
with the petition. His first attempt 
to be freed from the hospital was mace 
on a writ of habeas corpus when Tighe 
claimed collusion on the part of his 
counsel and the chief justice of the 
District Supreme Court was respon- 
sible for his commitment to the hos- 
pital. 

Tighe was said to be suffering from 
a@ paranoid type of dementia praecox, 
which mental experts described as an 
‘incurable disease of the mind. Tighe 
was a former secret service operative 
for the Japanese Embassy, is a grad- 
uate of Georgetown Law School and at 
the time he shot Curran was occupied 
in the erection of a wooden tower to 
rise to a 200-foot height in Rock Creek 
Park.
